LAND IN CUBA 


Havana, Sept. 29.—Uncertainty in 


jae Cuban political situation termin- 
ted today (Saturday), when Secretary 
of War Taft issued a proclamation 
creating himself provisional military 
governor of Cuba and 2500 American 
marines were landed from the United 
States warships in the harbor. Fri- 
day night 25 marines were landed to 
guard the treasury building. General 
Rodriguez, commander of the rural 
guards, is co-operating with Secretary 
Taft and Mr. Bacon. 


As was expected, there has been 


considerable rabid denunciation of the 
course pursued by the American com- 
missioners, who, it has been alleged, 
have acted unfairly toward the gov- 
ernment party, but the great mass ol 
the -residents 'of Cuba, Cubans and 
Spaniards, Americans and all other 
foreigners welcome Intervention 
as 


something for which, they have longed 
for throughout the last six weeks ol 
unrest, disorder and ill-feeling.

This action followed President Pa 


ma's attitude in refusing to withdraw 
his resignation and the special sea 
sion of congress in refusing to tak 
action. 
Congress appointed a com 


mission to call on President Palm 
and request him to withdraw his res 
ignation. He firmly refused their re- 
quest, and said his resignation 
absolutely Irrevocable. 


The purpose of the United States 


In assuming control of Cuba Is ex 
pressed—and Its good faith pledged— 


the following passage of Governo 


Taft's proclamation: 


"The provisional government here- 


by established will be maintained only 
ong enough to restore order, peace 
and public confidence by direction o 
and In the name of the president o 
the United States, and to hold such 
elections as may be necessary to de- 
:ermlne on those persons upon whom 
he permanent government of the re- 
public should be devolved." 


The disarmament commission has 


decided that the rebels shall not re- 
ceive payment for their arms, but 
each man will be given transportation 
and subsistence until he reaches 
home. The program of disarmamenl 
Is simply that one member of the coin- 
mission, accompanied by one or more 
representatives of the revolutionists, 
will visit each command.

for the movement of the troops. Prac- 
tically the first bit of information con- 
veyed to President Roosevelt after his 
arrival here was that respecting the 
Sumner's readiness to sail. He ex- 
pressed gratification at the expedition 
shown.

sible to foretell. The nature of the In- 
tervention and the preparations for II 
indicate a supervision of Cuban affairs 
on the part of the American govern- 
ment for-"> '-'".-finite period.

FATAL CRA8H ON PENNSY 


in 
Three 
Killed and Many 
injured 
Collision Near 
Philadelphia. 


Philadelphia, Oct. 1,—Speeding 70 
miles an hour, a New York and Phila- 
delphia express, west-bound, on the 
Pennsylvania railroad,crashed Into a 
Long Branch express, between Croy- 
den and Ëddington, killing three wom- 
en passengers and more or less seri- 
ously injuring over a score of others, 
some of whom were badly 
maimed. 
The collision, from surface indications, 
would appear to have been due to 
the absolute disregard of signals by 
the engineer of the New York 
flyer. 


The terrific I m p ^ t with which the 
New York express' plowed into the 
other train led to the off-hand Impres- 
sion that a score of deaths had result« 


the Residents 'of Cuba, Cubans and 
Spaniards, Americans and all other 
foreigners welcome

This action followed President Pal- 
ma's attitude in refusing to withdraw 
his resignation and the special ses- 
sion of congress in refusing to take 
action.

and request him to withdraw his res 
ignatlon. 
He firmly refused their re- 
quest, and said his resignation was 
absolutely Irrevocable. 


The purpose of the United 
States 
in assuming control of Cuba is ex 
pressed—and Its good faith pledged— 
in the following passage of Governor 
Taft's proclamation: 


"The provisional government here- 
by established will be maintained only 
long enough to restore order, peace 
and public confidence by direction ol 
and in the name of the president ol 
the United States, and to hold such 
elections as may bo necessary to de- 
termine on thoso persons upon whom 
the permanent government of the re- 
public should be devolved," 


The disarmament commission has 
decided that the rebels shall not re- 
ceive 
payment for their 
arms, but 
each man will be given transportation 
and 
subsistence 
until 
he 
reachea 
home. 
The program of disarmament 
Is simply that one member of the com- 
mission, accompanied by one or more 
representatives of the revolutionists, 
will visit each command. The arma 
will be deposited with the battalion 
commander, who will turn them ovei 
to the commission. 
The rebels will 
take their horses home, the anímala 
which have been stolen to be returned 
later to the owners on Identification. 


In order to expedite 
the 
return 
home of the large number of revolu- 
tionists In Pinar del Rio province and 
avoid possible disturbances during the 
operation, a special train will be run, 
beginning Wednesday, from the point 
on the line nearest the rebel camps to 
San Juan de Martinez, the terminus 
of the western 
railroad. 
Men and 
horses will be distributed at t h e Inter- 
mediate stations. The provisional gov- 
ernment has no expectation that even 
a considerable number of the revolu- 
tionists will 
surrender their 
arms. 
Most of the weapons are the personal 
property of the men carrying them. 


General Guerra himself will assist 
In superintending the work of the re- 
turn of his men to their homes after 
the forces in Pinar del Rio province 
have given over their arms. 
General 
Funston expects to remain In Havana 
in general charge of the work of dis- 
armament. 
When this is completed 
he will take 
command 
of 
all the 
United States troops in Cuba. 


Governor Taft has Informed all the 
members of the Palma cabinet that he 
would appoint ministers in about 10 
days; In the meantime the sub-secre- 
tarles are acting.

Washington. Oct. 2,— Gonzales do 
Quesada, minister from € u b a to the 
United States, conferred with Secretary 
Root regarding the situation In Cuba. 
Mr. Quesada expressed full confidence 
in the friendly attitude of this govern- 
ment toward Cuba. 
Assistant Secre- 
tary of State Adee was in frequent con- 
ference during the day with Secretary 
Root, advising him of the details of 
Cuban affairs. 


The battleship Texas, carrying ma- 
rines ordered to Havana, which vessel 
had been anchored outside the Virginia 
Capes to await further orders from Sec- 
retary Taft, was ordered to proceed on 
her way to Cuba. 
After the Texas left

In the first expedition will be sent to 
Cuba will depend upon the develop- 
ments In the Island during the next 
10 days or two weeks. 


It is certain, hov/ever, that a sufil- 
d e n t force of American troops will be 
maintained In Cuba to support the pro- 
visional government and to Insure se- 
curity to life and property pending th€ 
establishment of a stable government 
by the Cubans.

DIAMONDS IM UNITED STATES. 


Discovered IB Four 


Place of OrigiK U>k»oirB. 


Never before in the history of the 


United States has there been such A 
demand for diamonds as there was IB 
L905. Large quantities were im- 
ported, but the country 
produced 


none. In 1903 it produced diamond* 
to the value of f 50, in 1901 it had 
an output worth $100, in 1900 it* 
production was valued at $150, and 


1899 the country boasted native 


diamonds to the value of $300. 


Diamonds have been discovered in 


the United States in four different 
regions, but their actual place ol 
origin is in every case unknown- All 
have been found in loose and super' 
ficial deposits, and all accidentally. 
It is not at all improbable, however, 
that some day the original sources of 
this queen of gems may be discov- 
ered. 


The high price of diamonds has 


made the recent search for these 
precious stones in the United States 
and Canada keener than ever before. 
A careful watch for diamonds was 
tept during the examination by the 
United States Geological Survey of 
many samples of gold and platinum, 
sands at the Lewis and Clark Ex- 
position in Portland, Ore. 


A lookout for diamonds has also 


been kept by a number of people who 
iiave been dredging for gold oa an 
extensive scale in the rivers of Cali- 
fornia. In neither case have any 
finds 
been 
reported.— Scientific

DIAMOXDS IN UNITED STATES. 


Discovered In Four Regions—Their 
Place of Origin Uiikuo%vn. 


Never before in the history of tho 
United States has there been such a 
demand for diamonds as there was lu 
L905. 
Large 
quantities 
were im- 
ported, but 
the country 
produced 
none. 
In 1903 it produced diamonds 
to the value of |50, In 1901 it had 
an output worth $100, in 1900 Its 
production was valued at $150, and 
in 1S99 the country boasted native 
diamonds to the value of $300. 


Diamonds have been discovered in 
the United States in four different 
regions, but their actual place of 
origin is in every case unknown. All 
have been found in loose and super- 
ficial deposits, and all accidentally. 
It is not at all improbable, however, 
that some day the original sources of 
this queen of gems may be discovJ 
ered. 


The high price of diamonds haa 
made the recent search for these 
precious stones in the United States 
and Canada keener than ever before. 
A careful watch for diamonds was 
kept during the examination by the 


cobra, which is fascinated by tho 
flute of the Indian conjurer. 
The 
reptile raises itself half its length, 
apparently charmed with the music, 
and sways its neck and body about 
in accompaniment to the strain. 


It seems altogether wanton and 
unnecessary to slay an animal which 
had such a fine appreciation of vocal 
talent as did this mountain lion.

after long searching of heart decided 
th at she m ight turn this skill to pro­ 
fitable account by giving public ex­ 
hibitions of horsemanship. 


In Riga, where she made her de­ 
but in a small circus, the m anager 
took advantage of her inexperience 
by offering to buy her horse for as 
many shillings as it 
was 
worth 
pounds, in lieu of paying her a sal­ 
ary! 
As she was penniless, she had 
no option but to accept the m an’s 
shameless proposal. 


Then came the celebrated Ciniselli 
Circus in St. Petersburg, where her 
professional rivals, jealous of the 
youth, the grace and the wonderful 
prowess of the newcomer, succeeded 
in m aking away with another valu­ 
able trained horse, so th at she \vas 
obliged to appear before a critical 
public on a poor, infirm creature sub­ 
stituted at a m om ent’s notice. 


In spite of this her success was 
complete, and brought to her feet, 
among a host of other adorers, a 
Russian naval officer, Baron de R ah­ 
den, a giant who had been every­ 
where and done everything th at a 
m an may or may not do. 
For her 
alone he threw aside his terrible airs, 
happy to be bound in

unalloyed happiness was theirs. 


In Berlin, Baron de Rahden sud­ 
denly died, and not long afterw ard 
his widow, obliged

herself totally blind. 
Her perilous 
exercises had won for her the intoxi­ 
cating plaudits of half Europe, but 
had ended by determ ining a flow of 
blood to the head, which at last rup­ 
tured the delicate vessels of the ret­ 
ina.

It was only afterward discovered

Since her enforced retirem ent from 
the circus ring Baronne de Rahden 
has courageously set to work to study 
music, and, with the compassionate 
assistance of the Princess of Bel­ 
gium, has made her first public ap­ 
pearance as the “ blind songstress."—

Discovered In F our Regions— Their 
Place of Origin Unknown. 


Never before in the history of the 
United States has there been such a 
demand for diamonds as there was in 
1905. 
Large 
quantities 
were im­ 
ported, but 
the country 
produced 
none. 
In 1903 it produced diamonds 
to the value of $50, in 1901 It had 
an output worth $100, in 1900 its 
production was valued at $150, and 
in 1899 the country boasted native 
diamonds to the value of $300. 


Diamonds have been discovered in 
the United States in four different 
regions, but their actual place of 
origin is in every case unknown. All 
have been found in loose and super­ 
ficial deposits, and all accidentally. 
It is not at all improbable, however, 
that some day the original sources of 
this queen of gems may be discov^ 
ered. 


The high price of diamonds has 
made the recent search for these 
precious stones in the United States 
and Canada keener than ever before. 
A careful watch for diamonds was 
kept during the examination by the 
United States Geological Survey of 
many samples of gold and platinum 
sands at the Lewis and Clark Ex­ 
position in Portland, Ore. 


A lookout for diamonds has also 
been kept by a num ber of people who 
have been dredging for gold on an 
extensive scale In the rivers of Cali­ 
fornia. 
in neither case have any 
finds 
been 
reported.— Scientific 
American.

THE RIPENING OP TOMATOES, 


The early ripening of tomatoes la 
always desirable and it is best ac- 
complished by having the plants on 
a thin sandy soil, pruning or pinch- 
ing back the vines when they are 
growing most vigorously and train- 
ing them on sticks or trellises, so that 
the sun may have full opportunity of 
acting upon the fruit. 
And 
what 
should be done if the vines, on ac- 
count of inclement weather or the 
like, fail to mature their fruit before 
the advent of cold weather in au- 
tumn? 
Simply pull the vines up, 
being careful not to shake off the 
green fruit and put them under a 
cold frame sash or in a cellar. 
They 
will thus keep for a 
considerable 
length of time and the fruit ripen 
much better r.nd be of higher quality 
than if picked and ripened in the or- 
dinary way under glass. 
By storing 
a number of vines in a cellar, the, 
product can be gradually ripened off 
quite 
satisfactorily 
iy 
brkjglng a 
plant or two at a time to the sun- 
light. 
Especially does this hold true 
if the routs of the plants are kept

THE SEWING ROOM. 
A sewing room depends upon the 
extent of the industry carried on 
therein. 
The more im portant things 
which will m ake it a comfort and a 
pleasure to work in are an old pier 
glass, irhitih you can either hang or 
have mounted, and, if possible, a dis­ 
carded piece of 
furniture 
of 
the 
“ dresser” variety, w'hich will give a 
m irror to stand opposite it. 
This 
can be turned a little so th at it is 
possible to get a full length view 
both back and front. 
A table long 
enough to hold a skirt can be found 
in a kitchen table often, and by hav­ 
ing an extra leaf put on the back, 
you can “square” it when an extra 
large table is wanted. 
This shape 
and size are especially called 
foi 
when doing a circular skirt. A scrap 
basket, w ork baskets and a hamper 
for keeping rolls of linings and m a 
terials th a t are left, bits of which 
m ay be wanted any time, and with a 
low folding table and one low and 
one high chair, and the machine, 
your sewing room is equipped. 
A m annikin and a tree rack, which 
garm ents can be hung on when half 
finished, are also great helps. 
A much larger am ount of sewing 
Is apt to be accomplished in the house 
in which there is a place where hall 
finished work can be left, as it is 
possible to take advantage of every 
bit of spare time, which never would 
be done if things had to be gotten 
out. 
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Lamb 
Cutlets, 
Jardiniere— Have 
the cutlets of uniform size and thick­ 
ness, and broil, seasoning with pep­ 
per and 
salt. 
Have a border 
of 
mashed potato on a plate, and around 
it arrange the chops. 
In the centre 
put some fresh green peas, boiled, 
and some boiled carrots cut in tiny 
cubes, heated in butter. 
Eggplant F ritters— Boil the egg­ 
plant till tender in water having in 
it a little lemon juice and salt. When 
done, drain well and m ash to a pulp. 
Add to it pepper and salt to taste, 
three beaten eggs and bread-crumbs, 
if necessary, to m ake it of the right 
consistency to shape. 
P a t into flat 
cutlets, dip in egg and in crumbs, and 
fry in boiling fat. 
Tapioca 
Soup 
with 
Tomatoes— 
Have six ounces of tapioca and put 
into a saucepan with tw'o quarts of 
fairly rich white stock. 
Let boil up 
for a minute, then simmer for two 
hours. 
In another saucepan cook 
half a dozen large tomatoes, an on­ 
ion, a small bay leaf, and salt and 
pepper. 
W hen 
the 
tomatoes 
are 
quite cooked, strain through a fine 
sieve and add to the tapioca. 
Strain 
all then through a sieve, set over the 
fire to reheat and add two ounces of 
melted butter. 
Tomato Salad, Robespierre— Peel 
tomatoes of uniform size and cut 
from each a small slice a t the stem 
end. 
Have some celery root and 
chop till very fine. 
Add to it a few 
almonds, also chopped very finely, 
and a sprinkling of chopped green 
peppers.

Set on ice for the 
jelly to get quite hard and serve. 
(This Jelly may be flavored with a bit 
oniou in the making. 


TUBEROSE PLANTING. 
Tuberoses may be planted outside 
as soon as all danger from frost Is 
past. 
Gladioli,

and 
other summor-bloomlng bulbs may 
also be safely started In the opea 
ground in May. 


USE SOAP INFUSION, 
If the aphis attacks the sweetpea, 
apply an infusion of soap— half a 
five-cent cake melted, and added to 
half a pallful of water— using a gar­

among the foliage. 


REM EM BER OLD FAVORITES. 
Rem em ber in buying plants that 
old favorites should not be crowded 
out of the garden in the desire to 
study the characteristics of popular 
novelties. 
It is interesting to ex­ 
perim ent with rare new sorts, but 
best to have a generous supply of the 
old standbys, for the novelties may 
prove disappointing. 


TH E CURE FOR WEEDS. 
“Keeping everlastingly at it” is 
the only sure cure for the weed prob­ 
lem. 
There seems to be no limit to 
rank weed growth in ]May and June, 
but frequent stirring of the soil will 
keep them from getting a firm foot­ 
hold. 
W ith constant w’atchfulness 
and systematic work early in the sea­ 
son there will be no necessity for 
back-breaking weed pulling later. 


W’EEDERS FOR THE GARDEN. 
Vegetable 
growers 
realize 
that 
there is considerable hand w'eeding 
th at is especially hard unless some 
convenient tool can be had for the 
purpose. 
There are a num ber of 
such implements* on the m arket, all 
of them more or less valuable, and 
which save considerable labor. 
The 
main point in these weeders is to 
have them properly shaped and kept 
well sharpened. 
Then, they should 


be of convenient size lor use, some of 
them with longer handles than oth­ 
ers, so that the worker may rest him ­ 
self by standing In a nearly upright 
position a part of the time, using the 
v;eeder with the shorter handle for 
closer work which m ust be done care­ 
fully. 
Any 
local 
blacksmith can 
fashion these weeders at small ex­ 
pense. 
The Illustration shows two of 
slightly different shape and indicates 
the relative difference in the length 
of the hamiles.— Indianapolis News, 


KOSTELETZKYA VIRGINICA, 
That Is a long name and not easy 
to speak, bi/t, so far as we know, it 
has no common name. 
Any one, who 
was not an expert botanist, would be 
sure to pronounce it a Hibiscus. 
It 
belongs to the same botanical family, 
the Malvaceae. 
The only dlfCisrence 
is that while the Hibiscus has many 
seeds in each cell of the capsule. In 
Kosteletzkya there is only one seed 
in each cell. 
We have a plant, grown from seed, 
now thj’ee or four years old, which is 
very 
showy and 
beautiful in 
the 
morning. 
It has five or six stems 
from six to eight feet high, with 
num erous branches. 
The clump is covered in the m orn­ 
ing with hundreds of pale pink flow­ 
ers, each looking like a small Hibis­ 
cus blossom. 
They close up by the 
middle of the afternoon or sooner if 
it is very hot. 
But the next morning 
it is so closely covered again th at it 
does not seem possible th at It is an 
entirely new lot of flowers.— Florida 
Agriculturist.

THE RIPENING OF TOMATOES, 
The early ripening of tom atoes is 
always desirable and it Is best ac­ 
complished by having the plants on 
a thin sandy soli, pruning or pinch­ 
ing back the vines when they are 
growing most vigorously and train ­ 
ing them on sticks or trellises, so th at 
the sun may have full opportunity of 
acting upon the fruit. 
And what 
should be done if the vines, on ac­ 
count of Inclement w eather or the 
like, fail to m ature their fruit before 
the advent of cold w eather in au­ 
tum n? 
Simply pull the vines up, 
being careful not to shake off the 
green fruit and put them under a 
cold fram e sash or in a cellar. 
They 
will thus keep for a considerable 
length of time and the fruit ripen 
much better r.nd be of higher quality 
th an if picked and ripened in the or­ 
dinary way under glass. 
By storing 
a num ber of vines in a cellar, t h e , 
X)roduct can be gradually ripened off 
quite 
satisfactorily ty 
brkiglng a 
plant or two at a tim e to the sun- \ 
light.

"Devil in Them." 


The steam engine and the electric 


dynamo, both of the great labor =3*-- 
ers, are considered the climax of the 
devil's efforts to commit the flesh to 
weakness, and no "black" Amish. 
farmer will use a binder, thrasher, or 
any of the other modern farm imple- 
ments because "the devil is in them." 


They do not believe in a paid min- 


istry, for it is held to be another de- 
vice of the devil; they do not believe 
in churches, but like the apost-e= of 
old they gather in their upper cham- 
bers and worship with the spirit. 
Whenever the "black" Amish builds 
a house, he provides at least one big 
room for Sunday services.

It is another invention of 
the evi! one .to .entangle man in the 
meshes of slothfulness aad useless- 
ness. They are all farmers, most of 
them holding that business and town 
life are sinful. All of the older ones 
believe implicitly in a full frother- 
hood of mankind, and when one has 
urgent seed of something he does 
not possess, he goes to his brother's 
barn or larder, and gets it without 
asking.

The homes of the ' black" Amisa 


sre good, substantial ones, and are 
free from gewgaws or flashy paint— 
in fact, most of them are either paint- 
ed a plain white or are not painted j 
at all. 
They religiously avoid all 


worldly ostentation and 
personal 


glorification. 


The men dress in either black or 


the coarse brownish-yellow cloth in 
wnich they work, and the women and 
children ordinarily dress in blue 
gingham or calico, or in black. 
The 


women wear Quaker bonnets. 
Even 


buttons are considered ornamental, 
and are tabooed, and hooks and eyes 
are used in their stead. When they 
ride, they jog along behind animals 
that are as fat as they can be made, 
and as "slow as sin," and they will 
not ride on any wagon or buggy that 
has easy springs, though some have, 
in recent years, adopted half-springs 
that are about equal to no springs. 


Though tlhey denounce the steam 


engine, they will—probably 
with 


mental protest—patronize ths rail- 
roads when going on a long journey. 
For a short journey taey use their 
springless wagons. Their homes are 
as severely ^plain as their garments.

She slowly approaches, takes the sec- 
ond cushion and ])Iaces it over tha 
face of the recumbent 
figure.

she sits upon the cushion and does 
not rise till the condemned one hag 
ceased to show signs of life,

pedite the progress of the sacrificed 
to paradise; pnd others hold that it 
is a punishment for the commission 
of some mortal sin/'—London Mail.

Berne, located in Adams County, 
might be said to be the capital of 
the "black" Amish belt, and it is 
around that locality that the most 
interesting of the old customs and 
prejudices of the queer lot of people 
can 
be observed. 
They fight any- 
thing that in their opinion encour- 
ages slothfulness, and, of course. liiu\ 
Biblical support for every one Df 
tneir 
firmly 
grounded 
convictions 
against modern methods. 
They be- 
lieve that the sewing machine is an 
invention of the evil powers to tempt 
women to laziness. 
They prohibit 
wind pumps because they believe It 
wrong for man to have God pump 
the water for him. 


orations from the stoves that they 
buy. and most of them use rag car- 
pets. 


They refuse to stop work by pro- 
claiming the dinner hour 
by 
the 
means of the good old reliable din- 
ner bell. 
It is another invention of 
the evil one .to .entangle man in the 
meshes of slothfulness and useless- 
ness. 
They are all farmers, most of 
them holding that business and town 
life are sinful. All of the older ones 
believe implicitly in a full frother- 
hood of mankind, and when one has 
urgent need of something he does 
not possess, he goes to his brother's 
barn or larder, and gets it without 
asking. 


Opposed to Pictures. 


They stand, out resolutely against 
the 
photographer's 
art—a 
protest

"Devil in Them." 


The steam engine and the electric 
dynamo, both of the great labor aa^-- 
ers, are considered the climax of tJie

A photographer was 
present, and he took several pictures, 
all of which revealed the conserva- 
tive Amish in the act of "ducking" 
getting out of range of the camera. 


It is not known exactly why these 
conservative churchmen are 
called 
"black" Amish. 
Some say it is be- 
cause 
of 
the 
monotonous 
black 
clothes that men, women, and chil- 
dren wear when they are not at work. 
Others insist that they are called 
"black" because their leader is Jo- 
seph Schwarts, and Schwartz is the 
German for black.

The tea cricking 
habit, it is interesting to note, 
brought in its train a long list of in- 
novations—the teacup, for instance, 
seems to have been nrach smaller 


I than that of to-day. Otherwise the 
feats of the famous tea bibbers of 


j literature—Bishop Burner, with his 
" twenty-five cups in a morning, and 
the monumental Dr. Johnson, who 
said of himself that he was "a hard- 
ened and shameless tea drinker," 
whose kettle "had hardly time to 
cool," would have been impossible. 
It seems to have been a common cus- 
tom in the early part 01 the eigh- 
teenth century to drink tea three or 
four times a day and tea or twelve 
cups at a sitting, a practice which 
would have been accompanied by an 
inconvenient degree of personal ten- 
sion if the cups bad been as large as 
they are now. Ice infusion, too. was 
much weaker than is palatable to 
modern taste. Teaspoons had to be 
invented as well as teacups, and were 
at first made with perforated bowls 
and long, pointed stems, and at one 
time cups were numbered, to insure 
each member of a tea drinking party
